The Browns from Rose Hill, Iowa, invad- 
ed the north territory this season by taking 
their herd to the Minnesota State Fair, Sep- 
tember 7th to 12th.

Perth Show of 1829—Old Grannie Mystery 


Late William Watson's 
From the “Scroll Books.

‘liam wrote that “In 1832 there seems 
y= oo an extraordinary good show 
f Doddies from Keillor at the Highland 
Society’s meetirg at Perth. In fact they 
won everything 1 their class, the first prize 
bull Black Jock was got by a son of the old 
Tarnty bull, and from a granddaughter of 
one of the 1808 lot. The first prize cow was 
pred in the same way. She had a brown 
muzzle, and brown streak down her back, 
the same as some of the originals. This, I 
have heard my father say, was one of the 
best animals he ever bred. At the request 
of the late Lord Panmure, she was sent 
through to Brechin Castle for his lordship’s 
inspection, the week after the Perth show. 
She was overdriven, and died the next day 
after her arrival. His lordship was at that 
time a breeder of Doddies, and much inter- 
ested in their improvement.” 

William here makes’ a slip as to the date 
of the Perth Show which was 1829 and not 
1832. Black Jock, not entered in the Herd 
Book, but by Grey Breasted Jock (2) ac- 
cording to the History, p. 552, the third bull 
named Jock used at Keillor, is given on the 
page just stated as the first prize bull at 
Perth in 1829; and Old Grannie (1), as the 
first prize cow at the same show. But 
neither in the Herd Book, nor in the body 
of the text of the History, on pp. 57, 84 or 
86, is this fact as to Old Grannie authenti- 
cated. There is nothing in the Note ap- 
pended to her entry in the H. B. to identify 
her with the animal variously described as 
representing that first prize cow at Perth, 
in 1829; or as being bred in the same way 
as “Black Jock, by Old Jock, who was out 


of a sister of his own,” as per p. 79 of the 
History. In referring to this show of the 
Highland and Agricultural Society Dr. 
Ramsay says: “There were two bulls, one 
exhibited by Hugh Watson and bred at 
Keillor; and the other shown by Captain 
Ogilvy of Airlie Castle’—(uncle of the 
Doddie Earl of Airlie, of a later genera- 
tion). “The prize went to Mr. Watson. Mr. 
Watson showed three cows, one of them de- 
scribed as a brown cow, and the other two 
as black cows. The brown cow was pur- 
chased from Peter Watson, Kirriemuir. The 
other two were bred at Keillor.” “These 
other two” of Dr. Ramsay’s description, 
being black, excluded William’s cow that 
had the brown muzzle and brown streak 
down her back, which he said won the first 
prize, and “bred in the same way as Black 
Jock.” Dr. Ramsay does not name the cow 
and bull that won these first prizes, though 
it may be taken for granted he made ev- 
ery effort to identify them. So the brown 
cow of his description, i e., the brown cow 
purchased from Peter Watson, Kirriemuir, 
could hardly have been the brown cow of 
William; nor the first prize cow, named in 
the History as Old Grannie (p. 552), nor 
the cow sent to Brechin Castle for Lord Pan- 
mure’s inspection, “dying the day after her 
arrival”—which would automatically ex- 
clude her from being the later Old Gran- 
nie, of William, etc. 
The Mystery Impenetrable 
Old Grannie. 

From such data it appears, that: 

(1) There is no mention in the recogniz- 
ed authorities of the name of first prize 
cow at Perth in 1829, being named Old 
Grannie as exhibited by Hugh Watson, or 
as ever being called Old Grannie. The only 
time a cow of this name appeared at a 
Highland Show was the Old Grannie exhib- 
ited among a class of extra stock by Hugh 
Watson, when she was thirty-four years 


old, etc., (Dr. Ramsay’s History of the ,H. 
S., p. 338). Here no suggestion is made 
that this Old Grannie was exhibited at 
Perth in 1829. 

(2). Dr. Ramsay states positively that 
the first prize cow shown by Hugh Watson, 
a brown cow, was purchased from Peter 
Watson, Kirriemuir. 

(3) Dr. Ramsay’s information, that she 
was a brown cow, distinctly differentiates 
her from the other two black cows exhibited 
by Mr. Watson. Dr. Ramsay stating that 
these two were bred by Hugh Watson, thus 
excluding the brown cow of Peter Watson 
from that category. 

(4) Peter Watson was not a breeder, 
but a dealer in Aberdeenshire cattle, like so 
many others of the prominent cattlemen of 
Angus; and so it may be taken that he pur- 
chased the brown cow of Perth, 1829, ac- 
quired by Hugh Watson, from Aberdeen- 
shire—in fact Buchan—and might be called 
The Brown Cow of Buchan. Of this Peter 
Watson I have acquired considerable infor- 
mation provided by the famous cattle deal- 
er, James Dickson, of Edinburgh, mention- 
ed by Dr. Ramsay, who wrote so many in- 
valuable articles of the breeds of Scotland, 
their breeding and crossing with the Short- 
horn; and a series of articles on the Form 
of Animals, and the Fairs in the south of 
Scotland, as well as a treatise on Live 
Stock, a copy of which is preserved in the 
library of the R. A. S. E., in London, and 
attended all the great fairs in Scotland and 
was acquainted not only with Peter Wat- 
son, Kirriemuirbut with the “famous” 
Charles MacCombie of Tillyfour at Falkirk. 
He gives this particular information about 
Peter Watson—“Many of the feeders in An- 
gus do not breed at all, and they either pur- 
chase for themselves, or from dealers who 
select lots among the cattle of Aberdeen- 
shire. Peter Watson, at Kirriemuir, fre- 
quently dealt in this [Continued on page 14

The Shows and the 
Judging 


After following closely for more than thirty years the princi- 
pal cattle shows of this nation, watching the work of placing the 
cattle in the breeding and the fat classes we marvel at the changes 
that have been brought about through the influence of the show 
ring—the establishing or the destroying of the main objective— 
type and breed character—in the various breeds of beef cattle. 

If the on-coming generation is to be properly guided to a suc- 
cessful breeding business our judges should either be more careful- 
ly selected or better instructed as to what we are striving for. An 
animal approaching the ideal should be recognized regardless of 
the company in which he chances to fall. After all it matters but 
little who holds the halter strap or who pays the feed bill. These 
last factors enter too strongly into many of the decisions made in 
our shows—both great and small, and the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
seems not to be immune to such influences. This year is no worse 
than others, nevertheless it is well that we guard against such de- 
structive influences within our show rings. The older members oc- 
cupying ringside seats are not so dumb, their ideals are not affect- 
ed even though the waters are occasionally ruffled for them. The 
plea we make is for the benefit of the youngster and the new be- 
ginner whose mental impressions should not be so confused as is 
possible when he sees a certain animal at the head of his class in 
one show and lost in another—under a different judge. Judgments 
may honestly differ and judges may honestly err, but that is not 
what we are talking about.

Horses and Mules. 

According to the recent census figures 
there were thirty-five horse colts to each 
1000 head of horses listed and twenty-four 
mule colts for each 1000 miles listed. It 
says that it requires fifty-five colts to ey- 
ery 1000 for replacements only—without 
increase for decrease. These figures reveal 
a steady decline, below replacement re- 
quirements for the past ten years, and yet 
we see more teams at work in the fields 
this season than for several years—big 
hitches are bringing horses and mules back. 
But what are we to do for horse power 
when the aged animals now in use fall by 
the wayside? Every well regulated farm 
should be producing its own horsepower.

Changes in T. B. Orders. 

Dr. J. R. Mohler, Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, has recently sent out to 
bureau inspectors in charge of tuberculosis 
eradication, a new order governing this work 
that contains some changes from the re- 
gulations previously in force. 

The first change noted in the maximum 
Federal indemnity on and after July 1, 
1931, is that of $25 for grades and $50 for 
pure breds. Animals that were condemned 
prior to July 1, but which were slaughtered 
on or after that date, will be entitled to in- 
demnity at the former rate. 

The next rule is of particular interest to 
pure bred breeders in that it prescribes that 
no cattle are to be paid for on a pure bred 
basis if they are not registered by the time 
they are two years of age. This new regu- 
lation is of particular interest to pure bred 
breeders generally at this time when so 
many breeders are evidently holding back 
their registrations until the cattle trade 
picks up again. Evidently the Bureau be- 
lieves in early registration as a measure of 
accuracy in the pedigree records, and breed- 
ers will be well advised to have their regis- 
tration papers all in order before tests or 
retests of the herd are applied. This will 
avoid argument and delay and possible loss 
of the extra pure bred indemnity. pr 

Another section provides that all disin- 
fectants used in connection with disinfect- 
ing premises which have contained tuber- 
culin cattle shall be those permitted by the 
U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry. 

Another section provides that no Federal 
indemnity shall be paid for cattle that have 
been added to herds under supervision unless 
such additions originate in herds under sup- 
ervision. Canadian supervision will be re- 
cognized. Breeders should be careful in 
this matter. :

Good Yearlings from Sheridan County. 


“The practice of grinding feed for cattle 
is a profitable one according to James Web- 
ster and his son who brought in a shipment 
of choice Aberdeen-Angus yearlings from 
their Sheridan county, Nebraska, place on 
July 21st,” says the Omaha Daily Journal 
Stockman. “The youngsters averaged 930 
pounds and brought $8.40. Mr. Webster 
likes the Aberdeen-Angus breed and these 
yearlings were all of his own raising. Last 
October he started them on ground corn 
fodder, a few weeks later changing to 
ground barley and ear corn and finishing 
on ground alfalfa and shelled corn.” Sheri- 
dan county, just west of the great Cherry 
county Aberdeen-Angus center in north- 
western Nebraska is in a great great cat- 
tle county where the various breeds have 
plenty of opportunity to show what they 
can do. More and more are the Aberdeen-

Jimmy Hollinger came up from the land 
of cheap wheat with a string of Doddies 
that rather mussed things up for the other 
exhibitors at Sedalia. It seems that Aber- 
deen-Angus do well on cheap wheat for Mr. 
Hollinger was able to win the senior, junior 
and grand championship bull honors with- 
out much trouble. He made a clean score, 
a complete shutout for the other exhibitors 
when it came to reckoning for the female 
purples also. Not very often that a breed- 
er is able to slip into a big state fair show 
and grab off every one of the purples as 
this lad did here. 

In the bull finals the exceptionally good 
little summer yearling bull, Revemere of 
Wheatland by Revolution 41st was outstand- 
ing for the grand championship ribbon. In 
the female section the splendid show heifer 
of last year returned to capture the senior 
and grand championship honors as well as 
the blue for the two year old section. The 
Hollinger herd is making a wonderful show- 
ing here as is the other herds each of which 
is trying hard to land in first place in the 
various classes. The get of sire honors 
were won by Hollinger with the get of Rev- 
olution 41st and the pair of calves was won 
by St. Albans Farms, with an exceptionally 
sweet pair of little things that will be heard 
from often as the season grows older. 

While it was generally conceded that 
there were fewer in numbers in the Aber- 
deen-Angus section the quality was enough 
better than usual to more than offset the 
deficiency. Judge Grover Moritz has not 
met with such outstanding cattle in his 
many years of service here. Miller & Kemp 
were there from Iowa and joined with the 
two Missouri herds in trying to oust the 
Kansas Wheatlander but it just could not

manner, and I have known him to get L. 
20 a piece for Aberdeenshire cattle to feed 
off in Strathmore.” For this statement we 
are indebted to his article in the Quarterly 
Journal of Agriculture, Vol. VI, 1835-1836, 
Edinburgh. 

(5) The cow Old Grannie is not stated 
in her entry in the Herd Book as having 
been shown at Perth in 1829. 

(6) Miss Watson in her sketch of her 
father, gives no sanction to any such claims. 

(7) How then Peter Watson’s brown 
cow sold to Hugh Watson, that gained for 


him the first prize at Perth in 1829, with- 
out being identified by any name, and the 
Old Grannie, No. 1, of the Herd Book— 
without any allusion to her as being exhib- 
ited at Perth in 1829, or as winning a first 
prize became handed on to us by William 
Watson and the Historians of the A.-A. 
History, without any confirmatory author- 
ity or contemporary evidence, and the whole 
facts never having come within the critical 
purvieu of those burdening themselves with 
their clarification, is a mystery as much as 
the mystery, here related, of Old Grannie, 
as so depicted, itself. 


(8) Yet this Old Grannie, “bred by 
Hugh Watson,” No. 1 of the Herd Book, 
whose name has enveloped the brown cow 
sold by Peter Watson, to Hugh Watson, 
and exhibited by him at Perth, in 1829, is 
linked up in lineage by William Watson 
and the Herd Book, as the dam of Beauty 
of Buchan (5)—and thus included William 
Watson’s galaxy of Beauty that gave rise 
to Beauty of Tillyfour 2nd, Miss Watson, 
Ruth, Jilt and Erica; while Beauty of Buch- 
an (5) was also the dam of the bull Dee- 
side (168), bred by Hugh Watson; while 
Empress Eugenie (594), Beauty of Buchan’s 
daughter and by Emperor (128), bred by 
Hugh Watson, appears as was acquired by 
Mr. Thomas Ferguson. According to the 
practice of the early breeders, in their herd 
nomenclature, that is, the naming of the 
individual members of their herds, they 
adopted the method of identifying by name 
the members of the family, by some dis- 
tinctive appelation, indicating the source of 
the members of the family; so Beauty of 
Buchan, applied to Old Grannie’s brood 
would suggest that she herself, could be, as 
we have suggested in regard to Mr. Peter 
Watson’s brown cow at Perth in 1829, to 
which we attach the name Brown cow of 
Buchan, distinguished as Old Buchan Gran- 
nie.
